At the Convention, on Saturday night, Mr. Al- 
corn denounced Brown severely, and on Sanday 
Brown used severe language in repiv, and said 
be wanted his friends to come to towu on Mon- 
day and he would ox Alcorn, who then 
threatened to shoot own. The latter then 
summoned a number of negroes, who prepared 
to come to his assistance. On Tuesday Alcorn 
sent here ( nas to Gen. Tappan, of the 
State or arms and men, 
but only a few men went down, as 
the people here have no sympathy in the 
fuse, which they consider a personal grievance 
between Alcorn aod Brown, growing out of Gov. 
Ames’ antagonism to Alcorn and a desire to have 
disturbance, so as to have tro ps sent to Missis- 
sippi. Latest advances state that Alcoro has 
seventy cavalry and forty infantry. with which 
he had driven Brown aod 200 armed negroes, 
who retreated 8 miles from town, where they 
made a stand. No fighting bas yet occurred, and 
no body of men has left or will go from Helens. 
This, in substance, is the cause aod nature of 
the difficulty, which is purely personal and po- 
litical between Alcorn and Brown and Ames, 
who is determined to demolish Alcorn's political 
strength, and employs Brown, who excites the 
ne to his assistance. 
ne steamer Maude, just up, reports no fight - 
ing at Priar's Point, end that affairs remain as 
they were yesterday and last night. It is not 
advisable for Memphis to send troops. In order 
to arrive at an uadoerstanding of the state of 
arfairs, as shown in the foregorng special, it may 
be stated that ir the County of Coahama the 
negroes have a majority of five to one against 
the whites ; that since the split in the Repupli- 
can party in that State, Sheriff Brown, who is « 
Kentuckian, has been the leader of the anti- 
Alcorn party. Friars Point is the bome of 
Benator Alcorn, aod the contest between these 
rival factions has been a heated one. 

LATER. 
The following is a later despatch to the Ap- 


nc Port, Miss., Oct. 6.—Have just ar- 
rived, per steamer Ju ia. Atil o'clock in the 
morning the citizeus were all ucder arms, aod 
anticipated an overpowering attack from the ne- 
groes, unless 300 men can come here to deter 
the negroes from turther violence. Business is 
suspended, and the citizens are id a dreadfal 
state of alarm. The negroes, 500 strong, at- 
tacked Friar’s Point yesterday, but were repelied 
by the white forces under Gen. Chalmers. They 
threatened to burn the town ana murder the 
white women and children. The fighiing com- 
menced within 3 miles of Friar’s Point, where 
the negroes bad made a stand. The fighting 
was kept up to Clarksdale, As yet there is no 
reliable statement as to the losses. Pickets just 
in report fighting in the vicinity of the Oak 
Ridge road. 

Eight negroes are reported wounded in yester- 
day's fight, and one white man. 

Sheriff Brown is now at Jamestown, reorganiz- 
ing his party for the supposed purpose of an- 
other attack. The negroes are said to be ren- 
dezvoused in large numbers. So far as I can a- 
certain, this is no party movement, both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans being united to resist an 
incendiary effort ou the part of Sheriff Brown, 
who had been making incendiary speeches to the 
negroes and organizing them into armed bodies, 
teiling them the whites intended to kill them, 
when, in fact, the whites had not uttered any 
such intentions, nor had apy meetings for such 
5 been held, I am assured of this 
by Senator Alcorn, Judge Harrison P. Reid, 
and other prominent citizeus, who believed that 
the preseuce of sid would prevent fatal col- 
lisions between the whites and blacks. The 
former dread such an occurrence, aod will only 
act in defense of cheir lives and property. 

This is the last telegram that will leave here 
to-day, and is forwarded by a special courier. 
The courier will wait there to know what action 
is had or may be taken by the citizens of Mem- 

his.

LATEST. 

Memwrnis, Tenn., Oct. 6.—The Avalanche 
special from Hetena, received at 9 o'clock to- 
night, says: “From Capt. Isacc N. Brown, who 
is just from the seat of war, I learn that all was 
quiet at Friar’s Point, Negroes, numbering‘about 
1,000 collected near the town, and the whites re- 
quested Sheriff Brown to disperse them. He 
went out and told them to go home, which they 
refused to do. Gen. Chalmers then ordered them 
to disperse, which they did, but collected again, 
when Chalmers charged them and drove them 
off by fling over their heads. 
lec behind a bayou, and Gen. Chalmers 
flanked them and (fired again, and 
this time wounded some of the negroes. 
He kept driving them until he reached Clarks- 
dale, when they all disappeared, they stopping 
at their homes as they were driven back, It was 
understood that the negroes were again collect- 
ing at Jonestown, Alcorn’s place, and Chalmers 
was going out there to disperee them. Chalmers 
has some 200 or 300 men, and the negroes fly be- 
fore whenever he maxes a charge. One white 
man was wounded. 

It appears to be, as it always is, that the negro 
has to suffer, as he cannot stand before an or- 
ganized force of white men. This trouble will 
coss the people, white and black, a great deal, as 
no cotton is being gathered, and every day 
counts. Mayor Alcorn says that the hired cot- 
ton pickers are leaving, and the loss of the cot- 
ton would ruin people generally. a 

Another special to the Avalanche from Helena 
save Brown, the colored Sheriff of Coahama, 
arrived there to-night.

A 
patrol and salvage corps in all cities of 50,000 or 
more is recommended. The evils of social visits 
of fire companies with their apparatus from one 
city to another are apparent, and the Committee 
recommend their discontinuance. Laws should 
be passed to that effect. The use of chemical 
engines with carbonic gas is recom- 
mended as being peculiarly adapted for the 
extunguishing of petroleum and other oil tires. 
Gaso ine wasdenounced as being extremely dan- 
gerous, aod its manufacture had been the cause 
of many fires. The generators for making it 
should be outside, aod not less than 60 feet 
away from the building they supply. It was 
recommended that all fire-alarm boxes be 
painted a bright red, and be constructed uni- 
formly. The sale of petroleam in cities should 
be prohibited when the flasnin — goes be- 
low 110 degrees. It is always Tie le to explode 
when not up to this standard. 

The Convention will adjourn to-morrow.

moval of the Police Commissioners was gen- 
erally acceptable, because it was considered 
that that Board was responsible for the non- 
execution of the laws and the license given 
to crime in the city. Mr. Duxtar's appoint 
ment was welcomed in the hope that a 
change would be made and the laws be en- 
forced against the criminal classes, But Mr. 
Doxkar has been from the first in a subordi- 
nate position. The trouble has been that he 
has had no authority to act upon his own 
suggestion, and his superiors in office have 
not been in favor of the enforcement of the 
laws, the suppression of crime, or the pun- 
ishment of criminals who vote the People’s 
ticket. He has, therefore, been officially 
hampcred, restrained, and prohibited from 
any action distasteful to the head of the City 
Government. He has been reduced to a 
mere cipher in office,—without power or 
suthority, incapable of independent action, 
and subordinate to the friends, associates, 
and sympathizers of the criminal classes. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that a gentle- 
man of public spirit, character, and respecta- 
bility should withdraw from an office where 
he was in one sense responsible for the Police 
Department and yet without authority to 
act. He was out of place as an official esso- 
ciate of men who were not in favor of sup- 
pressing crime or punishing criminals, and 
hence he had but one course open to him, 
and that was to resign. 
THE CHARTER DECISION. 

The public will only be interested, perhaps, 
in the main fact that the charter election has 
been sustained on the defective record of the 
case as presented to the Supreme Court. The 
effect of this is, that there will be no city 
election this fall; that the bulk of the city 
officials, including the Aldermen, hold over 
till next spring; and that Mr. Conviy bolds 
on to the Mayor’s office till April, 1877, or 
eighteen months beyond the term for which 
he was elected. It was to secure this that 
the combination for carrying the charter was 
made, and for this that the ballot-boxes were 
stuffed. It was for this that the Common 
Council disregarded the order of the Court 
and canvassed the returns in defiance of an 
injunction. The beneficiaries of the decision 
are rejoicing accordingly. Indeed, they seem 
to have been notified in advance in some way 
or other, as the Mayor and his friends began 
celebrating in the usual way” day before 
yesterday, before the decision had been an- 
nounced by the Court. Whatever technical cor- 
rectness may be found in the Supreme Court’s 
construction of the record as it was presented 
to them, the effect of its decision can 
scarcely fail to be fatal to honest elec. 
tions in Chicago. The popular impression 
which this final disposition of the matter will 
make is, that men may scheme with imprnity 
for a prolongation of their official terms in 
defiance of the popular will, that the Election 
law may be evaded at pleasure and without 
penalty by men in power, and that ballot- 
boxes may be stuffed without danger to carry 
any election in which those in possession 
have a personal interest. 

It is not an easy matter to divest the record 
of the mass of legal technicalties with which 
it was confused before it reached the Su- 
preme Court. There were three points, how- 
ever, which the Court below had decided in 
favor of the People, and upon which a judg- 
ment of ouster would have been given but 


for the appeal. These were: 

Firat — Whether the resolution of Jan. 4, 1875, which 
is set out fully in the first replication to the third 
amended plea, submitted the question of minority rep- 
resentation to the electors of said city, to be voted 
upon. 

Secomd— Whether any notice of such election, and 
the subjects to be voted upon, was given for thirty 
days, aa required by the act of 1872, and herein what 
constitutes a notice. { 

Third— Whether it was necessary to fix the places of 
the election, and give notice thereof, thirty dys prior 
to such election, : 


the Supreme Court as cross-errors, which. had 
not been sustained on the part of the People 
in the Circuit Court on account of some 
technical distinction made against them. One 
of these was that no poll-books had been 
kept at the polling-places of Wards 1, 2, 7, 
8, 9, 11, 18, and 20; that no clerks were ap- 
pointed or present at these places; that there 
was no entry of the names of voters; that 
the returns were not attested by clerks; that 
no poll-lists or tally-sheets were retuned. 
The second point was that, at these polling- 
places, ballots were cast for and against mi- 
nority representation, but that only one bal- 
lot-box was used; that the judges received 
two ballots from each of the voters who of- 
fered them, and deposited both ballots in the 
same box; that the ballots thus deposited 
were returned to the Common Council, 
which counted and allowed them. 
The third point was the allegation 
that a large number of ballots 
were fraudulently inserted into the ballot- 
boxes of these wards, that the judges, after the 
election was over, added to the actual count 
of votes 2,000 ballots which were never cast 
even by repeaters, and that said returns were 
canvassed by the Common Council. The 
lawyers for the city demurred to these points, 


euit Court. That is, these points were ex- 
cluded from the case of the People upon 
technical objections, though they were the 
vital points and involved the whole issue of 
ballot-box stuffing. It was claimed on the 
part of the People that these omissions viti- 
ated the returns and canvass, while the coun-

The more vital points 
in the issue—the open violation of the Elec-

In 
view of the decision, it is evident that 
there was a serious error committed in 
making up a record for the Supreme Court 
which did not include proofs of the villainy 
by which the charter was carried. At the 
same time, this decision of the Supreme 
Court is a formal notice that men in office 
may disregard the provisions of the Election 
law, and that there is no remedy without tra- 
cing the frauds incident thereto. It may be 
that the counsel for the People erred in their 
confidence that they could go to the Supreme 
Court with admitted violations of the Elec- 
tion law, and it may be that they should have 
tried the case on its merits. It would 
have been an easy matter to procure proof 
that the ballot-boxes had been stuffed as a 
result of the violations of the Election law. 
We have understood that there was sufficient 
evidence of this general fact before the Grand 
Jury, though not of a kind to show who was 
guilty of the stuffing, which was necessary to 
secure indictments. But, while this mis- 
take may have been made, it is 
a serious penalty that the will of the people 
should be defeated; that an election noto- 
riously carried by ballot-box stuffing shall 
stand as a precedent for all future elections ; 
and that the very mem who connived at this 
result should thereby be continued in office 
to conspire at the next election to again de- 
feat the will of the people. This is the prac- 
tical effect of the decision, whatever its tech- 
nical merits may be ; and, while the Supreme 
Court may have attested once more its acute 
perception and enthusiastic appreciation of 
legal technicalities, it has given the people of 
Chicago a legacy of fraud from which it will 
not be easy to escape. 


WORE FOR THE AMERICAN BOARD. 

It will be impossible for any one but a 
sodden brute to read the story of the butch- 
ery at Pembroke, N. H., as told in Tun Tür- 
ung of yesterday, without a thrill of horror 
at the details of this inhuman and worse 
than brutal murder. A young lady starts for 
school in the morning as usual, but does not 
return at night. Her friends and neighbors, 
becoming alarmed, institute a search for her 
and find her headless body concealed in a 
dense undergrowth of birches, some distance 
off the main road. The condition of the body 
and clothing show that she had been surprised 
by some inhuman brute, that he had violated 
her person by force, and then murdered her 
by pounding her with a heavy oaken cudgel, 
stamping upon her and cutting her Not 
satisfied with killing his innocent and unpro- 
tected victim, he mutilated her body, a part 
of it having been done, as the physicians 
think, while she was yet alive, in the most 
horrible manner. The most terrible cruelties 
of Eastern Thugs or Western savages never 
exceeded the cruelties of this New Hampshire 
brute. His work was completed by the lesser 
crime of stealing the few trinkets upon her 
person. For this murder and cruelty there 
was no provocation except the gratification of 
the fiendish instincts and lusts of the brute 
who committed them. 

It is a sickening task to write of these de- 
tails or to comment upon them, and, if the 
murderer is apprehended, death would be a 
light punishment for the offense. If ever a 
case called for vengeance by slow and hor- 
rible torture, it is this one. It almost leads 
one to lose faith in humanity, and to believe 
in the theory that has been advanced by some 
philosophers, that there are men who are brut- 
ish beasts, having no instincts but those of 
the wolf and the tiger, and in whose breasts 
there is not a spark of humanity left. It al- 
most induces one to believe in were-wolves 
and human vampyres who lived upon human 
bodies and blood, and roamed about 
in search of it like the brute beast. 
To comment upon the causes of this 
fearful epidemic of crime is hopeless and 
fruitless. It is a branch of moral philosophy 
without any valuable practical results. While 
we indulge in nice metaphysical analyses as 
to the causes of crime, the crime goes on in- 
creasing all over the country, and constantly 
developing both in quantity and in horror. 
Would it not be better, then, to cease ques- 
tioning so curiously as to the cause and see if 
we cannot finda remedy? Would it not be 
more practical for Christian men and women, 
especially those organized into charitable and 
religious societies, to concentrate their efforts 
to redeem humanity ? 

For instance, there is now in session in this 
city a large body of eager and devoted 
Christian workers, who year after year give 
of their money and time to the spread of 
Christianity in foreign lands. We would ap- 
peal to them seriously and earnestly, without 
any intention of belittling the work they are 
doing or of doubting their efficacy, whether 
the prevalence of corruption, the frightful 
increase of crime, the national and individual 
demoralization in our own country, are not 
more important and more imperative sub- 
jects for prayer and active work than the 
education of the Turks or the conversion of 
the Zulus. It is the despair of the situation 


that the churches cannot grapple with this great 


problem of the increase of crime. They can 
only care for those within their own folds, 
and sometimes find great difficulty in doing 
even that.

The circle of their in- 
fiuence never intersects the black tides of 
vice and crime which swirl and eddy through 
the alleys andibyways of the great cities, and 
in the underground dens and haunts of the 
vile, where no ray of moral light ever pene- 
trates. With all due respect to the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, we would ask its 
members whether it is not worth their while 
to do something for personal purity, for hon- 
esty, for morality of life, and for religion at 
home. Is it not worth while to do some-

Ginx and his family are going to destruction 
within a stone’s throw of where you are sit- 
ting, when perhaps they might have been 
rescued without expense. The Pembroke 
butchery was committed by one of the Ginx 
family. There will be more of them unless 
the family is saved. Who can save them 80 
well as you? Are they not equally worth 
saving with Zulus and Turks?

CHOLERA; ITS CAUSES AND CURE. 

The cholera was epidemic in this country 
in 1832, 1849, and 1852. It counted its vic- 
tims by thousands, and numbered among 
them nearly every one of the brave phy- 
sicians and nurses who voluntarily risked 
their own lives for the sake of saving others 
in the cities which became the especial 
centres of the plague. For nearly a quarter 
of a century we have been fortunately 
exempt from this terrible curse. It has been 
often rumored as coming, but it has never 
comé¢,—except, indeed, to slay a few unfor- 
tunates. Its manifestations have been spo- 
radic, not epidemic. There was a genuine 
cholera-scare in 1873, due to some genuine 
cholera cases in Carthage, 0., Crow River, 
Minn., and Yankton, Dakota. Emi- 
grants from Holland, Sweden, and Rus- 
sia brought over poison-particles in their 
household effects. When their luggage 
was unpacked, these particles did their dead- 
ly work. Fortunately, only the emigrants 
suffered. They nearly all died, victims to 
their own ignorance. These particles are 
the cause of cholera. They originate, as far 
as i¢ known, only in Hindostan. Asia, the 
source of population, is also the source of 
the scourge of population. Cholera-particles 
can be carried great distances without losing 
their baneful power. A few of them, too, 
may kill their thousands of human beings, 
for they are not absorbed in the bodies they 
enter. Whether they are breathed into the 
lungs, or taken with food into the stomach, 
or sucked into the pores of the body from 
clothing, they emerge again and float in the 
air or fall to the ground, ready for the 
next chance to murder. The insidious 
poison is now creeping westward 
throngh Europe. The increased traffic 
between Asia and Europe makes the danger 
greater every year. Medical science must 
make great strides to meet this deadly foe of 
life. It travels-with the caravans that cross 
the Russian frontier ; it steams through the 
Suez Canal ; it sails around the Cape of Good 
Hope. Oncein Europe, it fastens itself upon 
the persons of emigrants, lurks in their lug- 
gage, and secretes itself in merchandise. One 
man or one bale may bring it here. When 
hundreds of thousands of both men and bales 
are brought across the Atlantic to our shores 
every year, the danger is increased many 
fold, The best cure is prevention. A recent 
report by Dr. Jon M. Woopwortn, Super- 
vising Surgeon of the Marine-Hospital 
Service, prepared in pursuance of a resolu- 
tion passed by Congress just after the scare 
of 1873, suggests a method of prevention. 
Dr. WoopworTs would have our Consular offi- 
cials inspect all vessels clearing for the United 
States with reference to the original, inter- 
mediate, and final points of departure of the 
passengers, and report to Washington, by 
cable, the sailing and destination of any ship 
carrying infected or suspected passengers or 
goods. There should be an officer at Wash- 
ington intrusted with the duty of receiving 
these reports and sending word of the danger 
to threatened ports and, through the press, 
to the country at large. Each endangered 
community could then take the necessary pre- 
cautions. 

This plan of prevention seems to be a happy 
combination of national and local effort. The 
expense involved would be very small and 
the gain might be very great. The idea de- 
serves attention. The next vessel that enters 
one of our seaboard ports may be laden with 
death. 


INFLATION EXPLAINED BY MR. EWING. 

The political discussions in Ohio have been 
varied by aseries of joint debates between 
Gen. Tuomas Ewrne, the author of the Ohio 
inflation platform, and Gen. Wooprorp, of 
New York. These gentlemen have met sev- 
eral times, and, as both men are good speak- 
ers, the occasions have been of nfore than 
ordinary interest. At the meeting in Circle- 
ville, Gen. EW NW was pressed with a series 
of interrogatories on the financial question as 
treated by the Democratic platform, and the 
author of that platform answered as follows: 

1, That he held the Congressmen who en- 
acted the law of 1869, Unit Sa the bonds 


and obligations of the Uniteg States (except 
where otherwise expressly ) payable in 
gold, and pledging the faith of the country 
to that declaration, in contempt, as acting 
dishonestly towards the American people; 
nevertheless he would, so far as these 5-20 
bonds may be held; when the Democratic 
party attains power, by men who bought 
them before 1869, pay them in greenbacks. 
But those who bought the bonds on the faith 
of the act of 1869 have the right to hold them 
until paid in gold at par. 

2, That the Democratic party, when elect- 
ed to power, will issue $350,000,000 more of 
greenbacks and take up and destroy that 
amount of bank currency; and to do this 
they will buy the bonds in open market as 
other persons do now, and pay therefor with 
these new greenbacks, whatever the price 
may be. 

Here, then, in brief is a fair and candid 
statement of what Mr. Ewmo had in his mind 
when he wrote the Ohio platform, and of 
what the Democratic party will do when they 
attain power. Let us examine the results of 
these several proposed operations. The en- 
tire bonded debt of the United States amount- 
ed, Sept. 30, 1875, to 81, 703,481,850. Of 
this sum, the following items are all payable,

1800 or since then. We have put 
new 5s at five hundred millions, 
having been subscribed, thoagh not 


issued. These bonds, bearing 5 per cent | 


interest, were issued in place of 6 per cents. 
Of the original issues of 5-20 bonds of 1862 
and of 1864 there are but $59,000,000 out- 
standing, and of the 5-20 bonds of 1865 there 
are only $152,000,000 now outstanding. The 
remainder of the bonded debt is in the con- 
sols of 1865, 1867, and 1868, These bonds 
were issued to consolidate in one form of 
debt a variety of obligations then outstand- 
ing. These, with the 5-20 bonds of 1864 and 
05, constitute the only part of the debt upon 
which Mr. Ew1ne, as Secretary of Treasury, 
can make inquiry as to when they came into 
the hands of the present owners. The 
probability is that nine-tenths of them have 
changed hands a dozen or more times since 
1869, and that before March, 1877, they will 
have changed hands another dozen of times. 
So that, in case of the succegs of the Demo- 
cratic party, the whole bonded debt is to be 
paid in gold, and all the talk about paying 
the bondholder in people's money” is a 
mere fraud, intended to cheat, not the bond- 
holder, but the credulous voters. 

The second material statement made by 
Mr. Ewa is that, when the National Banks 
have been abolished, the Demovratic Govern- 
ment will issue $350,000,000 more of legal- 
tender greenbacks, and use them in the open 
market to purchase outstanding bonds. As 
all these bonds are payable, according to Mr. 
Ewtna, principal and interest, in gold, it will 
be curious to see how far his new issue of 
greenbacks will go. The present value of 
greenbacks is 85 cents on the dollar. The 
issue of as many more, without any provision 
for their redemption in coin, may safely be 
estimated to double, treble, or quadruple the 
present difference between paper and coin, 
and with greenbacks at 70, 60, or 50 cents 
Mr. EWNa proposes to purchase the bonds. 
As the Government cannot compel holders of 
bonds to sell them, the Government will sell 
its notes at 70, 60, or 50 cents for gold, and 
with the gold callin and redeem the bonds. 
To purchase $300,000,000 of gold bonds, with 
paper worth say 60 cents, will take $500,000, - 
000 of greenbacks. But the fact that the 
Government proposes to buy gold at the rate 
of five, ten, or twenty million dollars a 
week, and pay therefor in greenbacks, 
will naturally lead to a _ speculation 
in gold, and the purchasing value of green- 
backs will fall from 70 to 60 or 50 cents, just 
as the demand for gold may continue. In 
this way in the end the Government will be 
paying $200 to $250 in paper for enoagh 
gold to pay a $100 bond. The greenback in 
the meantime having depreciated in value, 
the expenditures of the Government will 
have to increase in like proportion. Where 
one million now suffices, it will then take 
two millions of paper, and, following every 
precedent that has ever existed of the issue 
of irredeemable paper money, the currency 
will at last be refused in exchange for labor 
or commodity. What, then, is to be done 
with these five, six, or eight hundred millions 
of dollars of outstanding greenbacks? They 
will be bought up on speculation at a few 
cents on the dollar, and the Government 
will have either to repudiate them or to fund 
them,—in the one case destroying the credit 
of the Government, or in the other adding 
two dollars to the bonded debt for the one 
redeemed. Here, then, is the inevitable re- 
sult of the Ohio Democratic platform, as 
explained by its author and champion. 


FRANCE AMONG EUROPEAN NATIONS. 

M. Emme pve Gnom is the Horace 
Greetzey of French journalism. He is no- 
toriously given to exaggeration, but not the 
less influential in France because he asserts 
himself in hypervole in whatever he writes 
or does. When war was proclaimed between 
France and Germany, M. pe Gmaom pre- 
dicted that the Prussians would be driven 
across the Rhine at the butt-end of the 
French muskets very much as Mr. GreELer 
shouted On to Richmond!” early in the 
American War. But both Mr. Gr and 
M. pg Grrarpin represented large constitu- 
encies in the exaggerated views they were 
bold enough to present in print. So now, 
when M. pz Gmanom comes out in a series 
of articles as a peace-advocate, and recom- 
mends the practical disarmament of France, 
it is safe to conclude that he does 
not speak for himself alone, but that 
he represents a large sentiment among 
his countrymen. Whether or not it 
will prevail against the martial traditions 
of the French nation and their constitutional 
animosity toward the Germans, is a question 
that time alone can determine; but there is 
no question but it would be to the great ad- 
vantage of France, and for the welfare of all 
Europe, if his counsel were followed. 

It may-be set down as an undisputed fact 
that France cannot cope with the military 
prowess of Germany either at the present 
time or in the near future. France has al- 
ways had a large standing army, but Ger- 
many is a nation of soldiers. The identity of 
citizenship with soldiery has beeome the 
fundamental principle of the German people. 
From the time of the crushing defeat at Jena, 
and the sacrifices and humiliation they bore 
at the nands of Napotzon, they began to or- 
ganize a nation of soldiers. Once a soldier 
always a soldier, was the guiding rule. 
Actual service only prepared the way for re- 
serve service with a thorough organization 
and annual drills. Every man in Germany 
from 18 to 60 years of age is 
in some branch of either the Landwehr 
or the Landsturm, and the oldest 
are subject and prepared for a call to the de- 
fense of the nation. Soldiery has thus be- 
come a national trait in Germany, ard not 
merely a trade. In France the rule has been 
reversed. A certain portion of the popula- 
tion became soldiers, as others were divided 
among the lawyers, doctors, tailors, shoe- 
makers, etc. The term of service has always 
been long, and retirement meant a place in 
the gendarmerie or some civil branch of Gov- 
ernment service. But the military strength 
of the nation has always been represented by 
its standing army, the only difference being 
that in war the furloughed men were always 
called into service. Outside the standing 
army, however, there has been no,organiza- 
tion, no special preparation, and no disposi- 
tion for military service. 

The lesson of the overwhelming victory 
of the Germans in 1870-71 was that France 
could only hope to measure swords again 
with United Germany by adopting the 
German system of military education 
and mobilization. It was determined to 
try this system in a spirit of revenge. But 


M. pe Graagpry, with the prescience of » 


the direction of industry and commerce, it 
will be the happiest possible solution of the 
problem of national existence. France has 
the resources of a great commercial nation. 
Its exports are increasing and imports de- 
creasing. It is already getting back in trade 
the enormous fine it paid to Germany, and is 
recoining German gold into French money. 
They can afford to resign the vaunted posi- 
tion of a great military nation to attain that 
of a great commercial nation. If the French 
will utilize in the latter direction the hard- 
ships, labor, expense, loss of time, and re- 
casting of national character necessary to at- 
tain the military prowess of Germany, they 
will be better off by millions upon millions 
of money, and the peace of Europe will be 
infinitely better assured than it is to-day, 
when nearly every nation is straining every 
nerve with a view to possible war. 

The Chicago Dilutionist says : 

There is only one successful road to specie pay- 
menta, or that practically amounts to the same thing— 
viz,: the appreciation of the greenback to an equality 
in value to the specie dollar. Thies road is through 
the general revival of business, aud this can only be 
attained through an abundant currency, and in such 
form that we cannot be deprived of it by our foreiga 
creditors, 

Between 1870 and 1873 there was a mag- 
nificent *‘ revival of business,” but there was 
no appreciation of greenbacks. After the 
panic there was a large appreciation in the 
value of greenbacks. As business begun to 
revive after the panic, the appreciation of 
the greenbacks ceased, and as business con- 
tinues to revive the greenbacks have ceased 
to appreciate in value, and in fact have 
declined. How long, at this rate, will it 
take for them to reach specie value, especial- 
ly if the revival of business be coupled with 
abundant inflation and dilution of the irre- 
deemable currency ? Is it not a fact evident 
to any intelligent mind that, so long as the 
maker of a note refuses to pay or redeem it, 
the note can never be at par and remain 
there, but must fluctuate ? A third specimen 
of barbarous ignorance is thus conspicuously 
displayed : | 

So long as the precious metals constitute the money 
of our creditor countries we can have no assurance of 
plen'y of “straw to make brick,” or, in other words, 
sufficient currency for a prosperous business, if our 
currency, to use a bullionist expression, isa “ worid- 
wide currency.” There is no such a thing as a world- 


wide currency. Money, like patriotism, belongs to 
one’s country, and not to the world. 


The world takes no more of our gold now 
than the balance of trade requires, and it 
never took less in time past. Our trade with 
foreign nations is carried on precisely as is 
the trade between all other nations. We buy 
goods ; we pay for them in our national prod- 
ucts; and the balance, if any, we pay for in 
coin. All other nations do business in pre- 
cisely the same way. We call especial atten- 
tion to the intelligence which boasts that 
foreign nations will not take our currency, 
and claims that the depreciation of our paper 
is a measure of national patriotism! Our 
merchants doing business in non-exportable 
paper, having little or no manufactures that 
can be sold abroad to supply the deficiency 
in our exports, have to sell their currency 
for gold, and export that to pay their balances. 
That is all the gold that is necessary to carry on 
our foreign trade. The gold paid for duties is 
paid out again as interest or sold for green- 
backs. The trouble with our Gepreciated 
currency is not in relation to our foreign 
trade, but with respect to our domestic busi- 
ness. There is no difficulty in getting gold 
by giving greenbacks enough therefor. Any 
Chicago bank will sell any person a gold 
draft on New York for any amount. There 
is no scarcity of gold for all business trans- 
actions. To get gold, however, requires the 
sale of greenbacks, and it is the price paid in 
greenbacks for the gold that fixes the value 
of the paper currency. If we had specie 
payments, we would export gold as now to 
pay whatever balances may exist in our for- 
eign commerce, and we must continue to do 
so Until A™erican manufactures can be ex- 
ported and sold as freely as our agricultural 
products, in exchange for whatever we buy 
from abroad. The world will purchase what- 
ever we have to sell at the world’s prices; 
and to claim that the greenbacks have a 
patriotic value because other nations will 
not accept them, is to argue that it is not 
patriotic fo produce corn, and wheat, and 
cotton, and tobacco, and provisions, which 
other nations purchase even in preference to 
gold.

The alleged defect in the notice is in not stating the 
place where the election was to be held, and the two 
questions upon which the vote was to be taken, 

The first section of the act provides, that the Mayor 
and Common Council shall submit the question of 
becoming imcorporated under the act, and appoint a 
time and place, or places, at which the vote may be 
taken. Thesecond section as to notice, provides that 
the Mayor shall give at least thirty days notice of such 
election, by publishing a notice thereof in one or 
more newspapers wit zin the city. There is no ex- 
press requirement that the notice should state the 
places where the election is to be held, or that the 
question of minority representation was to be voted 
upon; but only that thirty days’ notice shall be 
given of such election by publishing a notice therév/, 
that is, of an election as to whether the city shall 
become incorporated under the &ct, . 

According to tage oe TE the plea, the 
Common Council, in ceo of the ‘first 
section of the act,. did in the same resoi- 
ution by which they submitted the question of incor- 
ation, appoint the time and places of the election, and 
such resolution was, on the 6th day of January, 18/5, 
published in a daily newspaper in Chicago,—the cor- 
poration newspaper, in which it was required by law 
that the proceedings of the Common Council should 
be published. 

Had any elector wished to ascertain the places of 
the election beyond what the notice informed him, the 
means of knowledge were at hand by recurring to the 
records of the Common Council, the body whose duty 
it was to appoint the places, as the law informed him. 

AN ANALAGOUS CASE 

with the present is that of the Chicago & Iowa Rail- 
road Company vs. Pinkerton, decided at the Septem- 
ber term (1873) of this Court, which was the case of an 
election by a town as to whether it would makea dona- 
tion to the Railroad Company of 75,00) in bonds, This 
statute required that the petition for the election should 
state the amount of the bonds, rate of interest they were 
to bear, and the time when the bonds should be paya- 
ble, and that notice should be given of the election 
“ stating fully in the notice the object of the election.” 
The notice said nothing about the length of time the 
bonds should run, or the rate of interest they should 
bear. The petition filed with the Town Cierk, com- 
plied with the requirement of the statute, The notice 
stated that a petition had been filed in the Town 
Cle:k’s office for an election as to whether the town 
would make a donation to the Company of $75,000 in 
bonds. An objection being made to the validity of the 
election, because the notice wis insufficient in the 
particulars above-named, it was held that the petition 
on file in the Clerk’s office afforded information how 
long the Londs were to run and their rate of interest, 
and that the notice, in connection with the petition, 
was sufficient. So here, the notice given, in connec- 
tion with the resolution of the Common Council, fix- 
ing the polling-placea, we are of opinion sufiiciently 
f ed the requirement of giving notice of such 
election,” although the notice i did not state the 
places where the election wastoieheld. Any elector 
wishing intormation upon that subject was referred 
by the law toasource of information, the record of 
the ceedings of the Common Council, 

Electors must be eupposed to have knowledge of 
such a public law, and one notified as about to be 
submitted to their action for approval or rejection. 
Veeley vs. Thompson, 44 DI., ¥, and Harding vs. Rail- 
road Company, €5 Is., 90, are referred to as ca es 
where this Court has beid special elections to be void 
when held without the required notice. We regard

QUITE DISTINGUISHABLE FROM THE ONE UNDER 

‘ CONSIDERATION, 

The one was an election az to levying a county tax, 
the other an election as toa subscription by a county 
to the capital stock of a railroad company. In both 
cases the statute required notice for a specified num- 
ber of days to be given of theelec.ion. The notices 
given were not of the required length of time, and the 
elections were held inva:id on that account, There was 
there, a violation of an expressed statutory require- 
ment. Here, as has been stated, there was no viola- 
tion of any express requirement of the statute. 

The places only, and not the time, of hoiding the 
election are bere involved, The place of holding an 
election would seem to be one of the least important 
of the things perteining to the notice, especially when 
the place is not to be fixed by the notice, but is fixed 
by public authority, as in this case, by the legisiative 
body of the city. Previous notice of the time may be 
important, to enable the voter to arrange beforehand 
with a view thereto, Notice for the full prescribed 
length may be essential to afford opportunity for in- 
formation and consideration, in order to enable the 
voter to vote intelgently; but it would not seem to 
gubseerve any important end that the voter should 
have previous notice for any length of time of the 
place of holding the election. 

There was here a polling-place appointed in each 
elector’s ward. Had an elector om the morning 
of election-dey been demrous of voting, but 

not know the place of the election, 

he o>viously might have ascertained it at once, with- 
out difficulty, upon inquiry; and it is not perceived 
wherein he was subject to be prejudicially affected by 
the want of a previous knowledge of the place where 
the election ws to be heid. As tothe notice not stat- 
ing that minority representation would be submitted 
to be voted upon, there is, 2s before remarked, no ex- 
press requirement of the statute that the notice should 
do state. The act, as we bold, by its own force, au- 
thorizing a vote upon the question of minority repre- 
sentation, without the formal submission of it by thet 
Common Council, and the act also fixing the time and 
place of the vote upon the question, viz., the time and 
place of voting upon the question of becoming incor- 

rated under the act, the election upon the question 
of minority representation might be legally holden, 
we think, without notice having been given of ft, The 
electors may be well presumed to know when an elec- 
tion fixed by law ata certain time and place is to be 
held. The case in this respect of the question of mi- 
nority representation, we are of opinion, falis with- 
in the general rule lajd down in D lion on 
Corporations 2d, Ed. 8, 136: Elections fixed by law 
at a certain time and place may be legally bolden, al- 
though notice has not been published or given; but if 
the time te not defined by statute, and is to be fixed 
by notice, the notice required is imperative,” and see

N. Y., 350; The People vs. Hortweil, 12 Mich., 508 ;

THE THIRD GROUND OF OBJECTION

There will be no 
vacancy until then, for the Constitutional provision 
against the extension of elective offices does not ap- 
piy. Thecharter of 1872 is not a new law; though 
just adopted by the city it has been in force sinco 
1s73. The only election it provides for is in April, and 
there can be none until then. 

ALD. SCHAFFNER. 

To substantially the same question put Mr. Jamie- 
son, Ald, Schaffner, Chairman of the County Repub- 
lican Camfaign Committee, said: 

“There can be no city election beld this fall. The 
opinion of eminent counsel which I have had on that 
point is, that there can be no election held under the 
charter of lo7i—which the Supreme Court has de- 
cided was adopted and is in force to fill vacancies 
occ under the prior charter.

WHAT THESE GENTLEMEN COST THE GOVERNMENT.

Wasuinotor, D. C., Oct. 6.—Commissidner 
Atkinson considers that the recent publications 
relative to to the Special Service Division of the 
Pension Bureau reflect on him. It is just to 
state that the expenses of the Special Service 
Division of his office have been $4,900 less since 
he reorganized the Bureau, on July ist last, 
than they were prior to that time. Before that, 
ten men were employed in this city at an aggre- 
gate compensation of $13,200. The reor- 
ganization cut the number of employes 
down to six, with an aggregate 
compensation of $8,420. The agents employed 
on work in Washington were allowed but $2 per 
diem besides their regular salaries, because of 
the extra number of hours they labored daily. 
The acting chief of the Special Service Division 
says that this compensation did not seem exor- 
bitantin view of the fact that special agents 
in the Post-Office and epart- 
ments receive not less than 83 per diem 
in addition to their salary. The chief of 
the Post-Office special agents gets $5,500 
per year and $5 per diem, while several 
special y get $1,600 and $3 or #85 
per day. The Chief of Treasury Agents gets $10 
per day. A late order of Gen. Cowen, Acting 
Secretary of the laterior, cuts off all special al- 
lowances, except when the Agents are actually 
on daty investigating frauds.
